Germany’s Choice. 


The present week is fraught with fateful 
consequences for the German Republic. 
On next Sunday the people will be required 
te decide by plebiscite whether or not the 
proposal to confiscate the property of the 
former princely houses shall pass into law ; 
and such a campaign of propaganda has 
been instituted that the whole country is 
in a condition of turmoil. The voters 
must answer the question with a bald 
““yes ’’ or “no, and will have no oppor- 
tunity of expressing their opinions on the 
subject of a compromise. Altogether about 
forty million individuals are entitled to 
vote. The Constitution demands a clear 
majority, and consequently, if the advo- 
eates of confiscation do not succeed in 
polling at least twenty million votes, they 
will lose their case. Some weeks ago a pre- 
liminary plebiscite was held in order to 
get the consent of the populace to next 
Sunday’s vote. At that time some twelve 
and a half million 
favour of the scheme, but it is likely that 
a far greater number of people will go to 
the poll now, since the matter has become

an issue of. tremendous popular interest. 
The publication of President von Hinden- 
burg’s private letter to a friend some 
days ago hus embittered the controversy 
to a remarkable degree. The Socialists 
declare that the personality of the Presi- 
dent has been dragged into a political 
dispute, and that democratic Germany 
must protest against such interference by 
voting against the princes. The Nation- 
alists are calling on all patriotic Germans 
to follow the President’s lead by voting in 
the princes’ favour. 

The merits of the proposal are of rela- 
tively “small: importance. The former 
princely houses—including the House of 
Hohenzollern—have very large estates in 
Germany, and their retention or forfeiture 
of this property is purely a thing of 
domestic concern. The issue at next 
Sunday's plebiscite, however, will go much 
deeper than a mere matter of expropria- 
It will be a trial of strength 
between those Germans 
maintain the Republican status that has 
been enshrined in the Weimar Constitu-

want a return of the monarchy. On 
several previous occasions this issue has 
been raised, but hitherto the population 
has been more or less apathetic. Only 
when Field-Marshal von Hindenbury stood 
for the Presidency did the: average voters 
show any enthusiasm for tee monarchicu] 
cause, and even his election. proved 
nothing; for he promised in advance to 
be loyal to the Republican Constitution. 
On this occasion there is a clear-cut issue. 
A vote .agdinst the princes will be a vote 
against the monarchy and rice versa. The 
protagonists of both sides are making 
that point perfectly plain. The Socialists 
realise the danger of an adverse vote, and 
are moving heaven and earth to secure a 
majority. As a clear majority of the 
register is essential, the Nationalists are 
advocating a policy of abstention in order 
that they may be able to:claim afterwards 
tliat. everybody who did not vote in favour 
of the plan must be regarded as a Royalist. 
If the Socialists win next Sunday, the 
Republic will receive a new lease of life; 
if they should be defeated, a situation of 
considerable gravity will arise. 

‘From Germany’s own point of view the 
revival of the monarchical isspe is ex- 
ceeditigly unfortunate. The country has 
just hegun-to emerge from the economic 
and financial depression in which it has 
been sunk during the last seven years. As 
Herr Luther said‘in a recent speech, exports 
at last are overhauling imports, and, 
despite the heavy burden of the Dawes 
payments, the people are beginning to 
enjoy a measure of prosperity which they 
have not known since the outbreak of the 


war. Political solidarity is the one thing’ 


that is lacking. So long as a gulf is fixed 
between two great bodies of Germans little 
real progress can be expected, and the 
present gontroversy is having a lamentable 
effect on the national spirit. As the Treaty

Traders and Prices. 


Two Dublin grocers made a curious 
appearance yesterday before the Free State 
Commission on Feod Prices. Both are 
members of the Retail Purveyors’, Family 
Grocers’ and Off-Licence-holders”’ Aésocia- 
tion, whose Secretary, Mr. William 
Richardson, refused, last week, to help 
the Commission in any way. Mr. Newman 
(of the firm of Messrs. Whiteside - and 
Co.) does not know any members of the 
committee of his association, and has 
attended only two meetings. Mr. E. H. 
Andrews, who has been a member of the 
association for about a month said that 
he had no knowledge of the association s 
attitude to the Food Tribunal. Yet both 
conveyed the initial impression that they 
were so far in sympathy. with Mr. 
Richardson's attitude of blank negation 
that the Commission might be justified 
in regarding them as hostile witnesses. 
Fortunately for themselves, the Chairman, 


Há. is. L. Brown, K.C., helped them to 


clarify their thoughts. Mr. Andrews, while 
declining to “give away ” his association, 
declared that he “did not mean to defeat 
the Tribunal,” and would advise his com- 
attitude.

Its purpose 
is to investigate the retail, and even 
wholesale, pricés of articles of general 
consumption and the possibility of reduc- 
tions, with special regard to the difference 
between the prices received by the pro- 
ducer and the prices paid by the con- 
sumer. The State has decided that this 
inquiry is made necessary by the high cost 
of living and by suspected extravagances 
in the machinery of distribution ; and the 
mass of consumers agrees heartily with the 
State. The Commission’s sanctions are of 
two kinds—legal and moral. It seems 
that the legal sanction is about to be 
asserted in a particular case; but we shall 
be surprised and disappointed if respect- 
able traders are not impressed even more 
deeply by the significance of the moral 
sanction. Put bluntly, this sanction con- 
sists in the public’s perfectly natural 
assumption that which a 
treder refuses to disclose to the Food 
Commission are not transactions that will 
bear the light of day. The last excuse 
for such refusal has been removed by the 
Chairnian’s promise that no honest trader 
need fear the disclosure of any details 
which might hurt his business.

Science in lreland. 


If the Shannon hydro-electric scheme 
fulfils its promoters’ hopes, greater pro- 
minence must be given to science and 
technical studies in Irish education. 
Writing in Studies, Mr. W. J. Williams 
suggests that the success of the under- 
taking rests largely with the schools, 
colleges and universities. The people, as 
a whole, will require to be accustomed 
to an appreciation of the importance of 
science in modern life, while the high 
technology, imparted in the universities, 
will be needed to recruit industry with 
young men as directors of scientific agri- 
culture and industry. Diseussing the 
appeal for science in education, the 
Reverend Edward Leen, President of 
Blackrock College, remarks that “it 
would be a deplorable mistake to turn 
our secondary schools into academies of 
mathematics and science” While a 
liberal education should introduce the 
student to the . scientific outlook, its 
foundation “should be humanistic,” 
leaving technical studies to schools defi- 
nitely technical in objective. “One can 
speak of.a training in science and mat!e- 
matics, but scarcely of a mathematical 
education.’ There is a danger that our 
past neglect of science .may be followed 
by an excessive concentration upon the 
material studies demanded by the new 
age. Dr. Hugh Ryan supports this 
opinion by reminding us t! at the Shannon 
scheme, with all its possibilities, is pot 
likely to give rise to the great electro- 
chemical industries which some have 
prophesied. “These industries. demand a 
world market and extremely cheap power, 
suchas the Shannon cannot offer. Great 
benefits may be conferred by the Shannon, 
but there will be no sudden wprise of 
immense mass manufactures, like those 
beside Niagara. Dr. Thomas J. Nolan 
draws attention to some less spectacular. 
but valuable, developments. The manufac- 
ture of artificial leather—which, like the 
artificial silk to which Northern Ireland 
is turning; seems to have come to stay— 
is suited at least as well to Freland as to 
England in respect of the supply of raw 
material. Reminding us that our biggest 
manufactures, brewing and distilling, are 
bio-chemical, Dr. Nolan. contends that the 
mechanism of plant life offers “a vast, 
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| untilled “field '” for research | | 
workers. It is peculiarly suited for the 
uprise of new Irish industries, in an age 
when “mass production” has closed 
almost all ‘other doors to Irish compéti- 
tion.

New Zealand Salmon. 


The Wellington ‘Correspondent of The 
Times ‘describes. a remarkable. achieve- 
ment of the New Zealand fishery officers. 
Atlantic and Californian salmon: have 
been .acclimatised in New Zealand waters. 
More than fifty years ago Atlantic 
salmon were brought from .the Tay and 
the Tweed, but until 1908 there was no 
proof.of acclimatisation. Attention . was 
concentrated: upon a hatchery erected on 
a cold-water stream in the South Island. 
Experts were sent to the Northern 
hemisphere to supervise the packing and 
shipment of eggs, and so well was their 
work done that, although the eggs had to 
pass through the tropic zone on the way 
out, losses on the voyage were less than 
one p.> cent., and the fish were established 
and began to breed. The stock increased 
rapidly,{ and eggs were obtained to stock 
other rivers. Now quinnat and Atlantic 
salmon are being caught which. judges 
from North America have declared to be 
equal to any taken elsewhere. The average 
weight is 171b. or 18]b., but some fish 
have turned the scale at 601b. An abuse of 
early angling has caused some harm to 
the young stock, but happily most of the 
rivers are too swift for destruction of fish 
by means of netting. Anglcrs are taking 
up the new sport with — enthusiasm. 
Spinning baits are used; and skilled men 
of the. rod. enjoy excellent sport as well 
as satisfying catches.

STRIKE MONEY FROM 
RUSSIA.

MR. CHURCHILL AND THE 
BETTING . TAX. 


From OUR PaRrtiamMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Monday. 

The main topic during the question hour 
in the House of Commons this afternoon was 
that of money from Russia. Sir Austen 
Chamberlain told the story of his warning to 
tne Soviet Chargé d’Affaires that the 
British Government could not pass over 10 
silence the action of the Soviet Commissariat 
of Finance in authorising the transfer of 
money to this country for the support of the 
general strike. Quite a debate followed upon 
this statement of fact. 

Then came the turn of Sir William Joynson- 
Hicks upon the same topic, but the Home 
Secretary said that the whole question was 
being considered by the Government, and he 
hoped to be able to make a full statement on 
Thursday. 

The Prime Minister, in replying to Mr. 
Dixey. said that he was not in a position to 
make any statement with regard to legislation 
to remedy the present condition of trade 
union law. Colonel Ashley, replying to quest- 
tions regarding trains for race meetings, said 
that he had suggested to the railway com- 
panies that, in view of the need for coal 
economy. they should refrain from providing 
special facilities in connection with such 
events. He understood that a restricted ser- 
vice of trains was being run to Ascot, as in 
the case of Epsom. Up to the present he had 
not found it necessary to: restrict transport 
by road. 

Mr. Thurtle tried to secure the Speaker's 
assent to his asking leave to move the 
adjournment of the House on the Home 
Secretary's statement last week that the 
Soviet Government sent money to this 
country during the general strike, but the 
Speaker refused to allow the motion, remark- 
ing that the hon. member must wait until 
Thursday. Major Colfox asked whether the 
Home Secretary would be able to prove his 
case, that the Soviet Government was neither 
civilised nor friendly. Immediately there 
was an uproar among the Socialists,’ who 
cling to their Soviet ideals as to pearls 
beyond price. 

THE BETTING TAX. 

When the Finance Bill was again before 
the House in Committee, the discussion of 
the betting tax clause was resumed by Mr. 
Philip Snowden, who, however, merely rose 
to call attention to the absence ef the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, and to suggest the 
propriety of postponing further consideration 
of the subject until they knew exactly what 
Mr. Churchill proposed to do. 

Captain Fitzroy, who was: in the chair, 
intimated that he was prepared to accept 
a motion to report progress, but the situation 
was saved by the appearance of the Chancel- 
lor, who explained that, in view of his latest 
information, that the betting turn-over was 
| nearer 500 than 200 millions, he was prepared 
to examine whether his estimated revenue of 
six millions could be raised by a lower rate 
of tax. It would be possible, he thought, 
to make some differentiation between the case 
of bets made with a turf commission agent 
and that of bets made on the course itself. 
He proposed putting down an amendment, 
so that it could be discussed on the report 
stage. 

Mr. Snowden had already fully expressed 
his views on the general principle of a 
betting tax, so he contented himself now 
with formally’ moving the omission of the 
clause. This amendment was rejected, on 
a division, by 237 votes to 104. 

On the clause providing for the taking out 
of a certificate: by a bookmaker, at a cost of 
£10, Commander Kenworthy said that .the 
Government would, sooner or later, be driven 
to legalise betting, whether on the course 
or in the street. Mr. R. McNeill did not 
agree. The certificate, he said, made no 
change in the present law, and personally he 
he was inclined to think that street book- 
makers would be regarded as “' blacklegs ”’ 
by the holders of the certificate. The 
amendment was defeated by 264 votes to 109. 
Other clauses dealing with penalties for  in- 
fringement of the principal clause were 
agreed to after a short discussion, and the 
Committee then proceeded to the discussion 
of super tax and income tax. i 

Very few members remained to listen to 
the somewhat dry get of income tax law, 
and most of the amendments én the paper 
were withdrawn after a Very short discussion. 
Shortly before ten o'clock .fhe income tax 
clauses. were. disposed of, and the House 
rose.

PRESIDENT GOSGRAVE’S 
— MOTION CRITICISED.

Speaking at the half-yearly meeting oí the 
National Teachers’ Association in Cahir, Mr. 
Edward Mansfield, a former President of the 
Irish National Teachers’ Organisation, re- 
ferring to the promised actuarial investiga- 
tion into the Irish Teachers’ Pension Fund, 
expressed the hope that the Ministry would 
permit the teachers to have an actuary of 
their own associated, with the Government 
actuary in the investigation, 

This, he said, was done on the last two 
occasions by the British Treasury, and the 
fund was, in the main, composed of the 
accumulated balances of the teachers’ con- 
tributions. 

Regarding the question of school buildings, 
the teachers were not, concerned as to 
whether they were kept up by the State or 
by rates assistance, but he emphatically de- 
clared that, as in the case of the mental 
hospitals, workhouses and jails, these build- 
ings should be maintained by public funds. 
At present many of them were in a disgrace- 
ul condition, and were a menace to the 
health of the children, on whom they, neces- 
sarily must have a most depressing effect. 
He expressed surprise that the Managers’ 
Association were oppo to a rate for this 
purpose, while the Aillanin Committee, which 
included the present Cardinal and Dean 
Mackin, representing the..nanagers, had. 
unanimously declared in favour of such a 
rate. Bb" . 

Referring to the. recent question “in the 

Dail to extend the number of thosé ineligible 
for representation in that Assembly, Mr. 
Mansfield said that. it was clearly aimed at 
the national teachers, and he regarded the 
action as narrow, vindictive and reactionary. 
If expert advice or opinion on ‘education was 
desired’ by the Dail, this motion was abso- 
lutely opposed to the public interest. The 
number of teachers who would sit in the Dail 
would not exceed three or four, at the out- 
side, and to say that the public interest 
would suffer thereby was ridiculous. The 
teachers elected would have to be present in 
the -schools themselves, or provide qualified 
substitutes, and the country would have the 
benefit of their experience in the Vireachtas 
as teachers. 
This motion, said Mr.. Mansfield, in odn- 
clusion, was part of the same. reactionary 
policy which was” designed to . exclude 
teachers from getting a proper training at 
the Universitie-.

He 
advocated a Council of Education to assist the 
Ministry in all educational matters: He also 
advocated giving effect to the policy of the 
KiHanin Coinmission, There was no ihtention 
of interfering with the managerial system 
as it was al present. 

Mr. W. P. Ward, C.E.C., Ballinasloe, and 
Mr..

At thé opening ceremony the Chairman 
said that for many years they had had one 
very towering political controversy, and none 
of them ee oe any education about it. 
They weré all brought up from’ their cradles 
either to be in favour of Home Rule, or 
against it. The Irish contfoversy had been 
ended, he og for all time. & Southern 
Ireland they had got the Free State Parlia- 
ment, which met with the approval of the 
Majority of “the people there, and they in 
the North had also got a Parliazhent of théir 
own. ey never wished íor a Parliament 
of their own, but they accepted it in order 
to help Great Britain. in her hour of 
need to get out of a very admitted 
difficulty. He thought that they could 
claim: that they had. made their Parliament 
a success, and they hoped to make it a greater 
success still. But in order to do so they would 
have to take greater interest in future than 
heretofore in all those great social and an- 
dustrial problems with which every country 
in these Saba was faced. 

IMPORTANCE OF POLITICS. 

Mr. Barbour, in the course of his address, 
said that it mast appear to them, as it did to 
himself, that what he termed politics did not 
receive that careful study on the part of the 
population génerally which its importance de- 
manded. He hoped that-on the present occa- 
sion the lectures that would delivered 
during the week would-be found very helpful 
and instructive. Continuing, he said—While 
we are gravély cogcerned at this halting of 
our- industries, I do think that we may devote 
a little time to the thought of the wonderful 
position that we as citizens of the British 
Empire enjoy, and to the position which the 
British Empire occupies among the nations of 
the world. A good many of our -difficulties 
at the present moment arise from the fact 
that other nations -have not faced the: con- 
sequences of the economic disturbance and 
upheaval brought’ about by the war as 
courageously as we have ourselves, and, in 
consequence, the fluctuating and depreciating 
value of their currencies has added enormously 
to the difficulties of British export trade, on 
which Britain has always been so dependent. 

LIGHTENING THE BURDEN. 

The United Kingdom has already paid over 
six hundred and sixty million pounds to war 
victims. . Last. year she paid over gixty 
millions, including pensions paid to disabled 
soldiers, widows And orphans, as well as 
medical help for disabled men. The total 
number of people helped since the war began 
is now more than four and a half millions. 
We paid over three million pounds less in the 
last year than in the year before, and nearly 
thirty eight mnuilions less than in the heaviest 
year of all. Yet still the authorities are 
examining something like a thousand fresh 
claims a week. Locally one may not be 
disposed to seek for much credit in what has 
been done in the way of remedying the 
housing shortage, and, unfortunately, the 
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large amount of good work that has been 
done has been somewhat marred by , the 
manner in which it has been done; but still, 
speaking of the United Kingdom as a whole, 
in England and Wales for the five years 
ended April, 1925, the average amount 
granted mm subsidies will be close on eight 
million pounds per annum. 
UNEMPLOYMENT. 

Although unemployment is, not only in 
itself, but on aecount of the many difficulties 
to which it gives rise, possibly one of “he 
gravest problems which the authorities have 
to face at the . present time, we should 
acknowledge with gratitude that there are 


still many branches of industry in the United 
Kingdom which are thriving, and in many 
directions there are evidences of prosperity 
and thrift on the part of the working-class 


people. 

We, said Mr. Barbour, should not fall into 
the error, which is rather common. of speak 
ing of capitalist or employer classes. We 
should realise that most of the largest institu 
tions or companies of the Kingdom consist, 
not of the great wealth of a few individuals, 
but are built up through the widely dis- 
tributed holding of shares by the community 
as a whole. I have seen in several cases 
where a chairman has alluded to the fact that 
out of the many millions represented by the 
share capital of a company “the average hold- 
ing would not be more than, say, from £150 
to £250. In Ulster, where no one. I think. 
fails to realise the predominating importance 
of agriculture, there exists an analogous state 
of affairs. The term “landlord” some years 
ago suggested the ownership of many 
thousands of acres, but under the system of 
State-aided land purchase ownership is now 
in process of being widely distributed and 
vested in those who work the farms. 

GRUMBLING. 

It was the disposition of the RBritisher to 
grumble and complain at and decry his own 
institutions, which might be due to the high 
standard which he had set himself and to 
which he constantly aspired to attain; but he 
did not doubt that evervone of them" enter- 
tained the deepest affection and admiration 
for his native land, and if ever it came to a 
comparison he would claim that his own 
country, in the matter of civilisation, 
political liberty, commercial. integrity, and, 
as an uplifting factor, in humanity generally, 
was the finest in the world. (Applause.) It 
was a good thing to entertain such beliefs, 
anyway, to endeavour to live up to them, 
and to try to regulate their activity and parti- 
cipation in public life, so that the great 
privileges that they enjoyed as British citizens 
might not be allowed to be prejudiced, and 
they should see that in all things the ideal 
of the greatest good of the greatest number 
must always eclipse the selhsh aims of the 
interests of any section or party. 

INDIVIDUALITY. 

Miss Faithful, M.A., of Trinity College, 
Dublin, former Principal of Cheltenham Col- 
lege, said that in England they were inun- 
dated with ‘‘ combines,’’ societies, guilds, and 
associations. Very soon they would require 
a society to enable them to think. (Laughter.) 
The tendency of all this, she-feared,. was uo 
Jestroy individual thinking .and action. This, 
she thought, could never occur in Ireland. 
She believed that there could never be a loss 
of individuality.in this country. " When she 
looked back over the past, and thought of the 
writers of Ireland who-had influenced ‘her. 
and so many others, in their. early days, in 
their middle iife; and in their old age. when 
she thought of the extreme individuality 
which made them stand out írom all others, 
she did not think that they could gain any- 
thing. except by combination. © When she 
thought. of Dean Swift and Edmund Burke, 
their modern poets like Yeats, and the author 
of “Juno and the Paycock,’’ she thought cf 
the most individual of individuals. She he- 
lieved that they would gain enormously by 
such schools as the one now being opened.

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Duáin name. will be astacibted with the 
valuable ‘service which he rendered in “con: 
nection with Irish land legislation, and with 
the so-called ''Devolútion ” policy, to the 
advocacy .of which he devo all: his 
énergies.. In the autumn of 1902, a con- 
ference between certain landlords and somé 
members of the Nationalist Party took place 
in Dublin, at his instance, and -nuder ‘his 
auspiges. 

After- long and earnest deliberations,. an 
agreement was reached, in accotdance with 
which it was decided to recommend a large 
extension of the» land purchase system; 
vendors being secured in their . existing 
incomes and tenants’ burdens materially 
lightened, Ba January ó; , . the 
“ Dunraven Confernece,” as it was named, 
presented its report, detlaring in favour oí 
the substitution of an oceupying proprietary 
for the existing . system of dual 
ownership, and indicating the. lines 
upon which remedial legislation should 
procéed. © THé* result of" this. movement 
was the passage of the Wyndham. Land 
Purchase Act of 1903, a. measure which, 
though afterwards seriously impeded in its 
working by the extreme section of the 
Nationalist. Party. operated successfully from 
the first, and was. acknowledged to be a 
statesmmanlike contribution towards the solu- 
tion of the land problem. 

DEVOLUTION. 

In August, 1904;"the Land Gonference Com- 
mittee: was dissolved, and-thereupion was)re- 
constituted as the irish Reform Association, 
under the Presidency of Lord Dunraven. He 
now developed ‘gis plan of Devolution. The 
programme of Mie Association affirmed that 
while the Parliamentary union between Great 
Britain and Ireland was essential to the 
political stability of the Empire, and to the 
prosperity of the two islands, ‘‘ we believe 
that such union is compatible with the 
devolution to Íreland -of a larger measure of 
local government Than she now possesses.”’ 
Moreover, it was declared that the time had 
come for extending to Ireland the system 
of private bill. legislation which had been 
satisfactorily tested in Scotland. 

On September 23, the Organising Com- 
mittee of the- Association again reported, 
suggesting the lines upon which Devolution 
might be carried into effect. It was proposed 
that the control over purely Irish Ed oi. gér 
should be taken from the British Treasurv 
and entrusted, under Parliamen!;, to an Irish 
Fiutancial Council, the fopgmation of “a 
Statutory Body ” to-deal with much of the 
business. with which Parliament was unable 
to cope with being further recommended. 

Lord Dunraven’s policy, however, found 
little public support. Speaking in the House 
of Commons on September 27, the Chief 
Secretary for Ireland (Mr. Wyndham) said 
that the Unionist party were opposed to the 
scheme. It was repudiated by the Ulster 
Liberal Unionist Association, and on Novem- 
ber órd it was denounced by the then Irish 
Attorney-General (afterwards Lord Atkinson) 
as a “ gross betrayal of the Unionist position 
and an Pty to the Unionist canse.’” Mean- 
while it had leaked out that the Under 
Secretary, Sir Antony (afterwards Lord) 
Macdonnell, whose strong Nationalist leanings 
were well known, had assisted Lord Dunraven 
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of the íact. 
. . MR. WYNDHAM RESIGNS. 

Unionist suspicions were aroused. In a 
speech at Manchester on February 4th, 1905, 
Sir Edward (now Lord) Carson characterised 
the Devolution scheme as ‘‘fatuous, ridi- 
culous, unworkable, and impracticable,” and 
declared that he “preferred the repeal of 
the Union to any such tampering with 
constitutional government.’’ On February 
18 The Times wrote: ‘When a Unionist 
Lord Lieutenant and a Unionist Chief Secre- 
tary are discussing reforms which the Cabinet 
condemn as Home Rule in a thin disguise, it 
is obviously time that they quitted their 
posts." <A difficult Parliamentary crisis was 
only abated by Mr. Wyndham’s resiguation 
of the Chief Secretaryship, on March 6. 
Lord Junraven’s movement was now dis- 
credited, and the Devolution scheme dis- 
appeared from the field of practical politics. 

So far from being discouraged by this set- 
hack, however, Lord Dunraven continued to 
detend his theory with great pertinacity. 
He seized every opportunity of pressing 
arguments in its favour upon public atten- 
tion throughout a long series of subsequent 
years, finally re-stating his views in “ The 
Legacy of Past Years: a Study of Irish His- 
tory, published in 1911. In many quarters 
Lord Dunraven’s opinions were described as 
those of a political doctrinaire, but it was 
freely recognised. that they were those of a 
sincere well-wisher of his country, and not of 
a mere partisan. 

THE FEDERAL PROPOSAL. 

In December, 1913, Lord Dunraven con- 
tributed an article to the Nineteenth Century, 
in which he pleaded for a solution of the 
Irish question on Federal lines. He argued 
that a settlement by consent must be arrived 
at before the Home Rule Bill, as it then 
stood, became law, and before a General FElec- 
tion took place, the danger inherent in the 
latte? being that its result would be taken 
to mean either a mandate for an unworkable 
bill, or a devision against Home Rule of any 
kind. The question, he urged, should be dis- 
cussed in conference, since the futility oí 
attempting its settlement on party lines had 
been demonstrated. 

In March, 1914, when Mr. Asquith pro- 
posed the temporary exclusion of the Ulster 
counties from the scope of the bill, Lord 
Dunraven expressed his emphatic dissent in 
a letter read at a Convention of the All-for- 
Ireland League at Cork, and writing to The 
Times two days later, he complained . that 
within a week of the offer which was to 
settle the Ulster question, an absolute dead- 
lock had been reached. The Opposition could 
not assent to the principle till they knew the 
form of government offered to the excluded 
counties; the Cabinet could not settle that 
form of government till the, principle of ex- 
clusion was put into action. “It is stale 
mate,’ he declared; '' We must clear the 
board and start a fresh game.”’ 


THE IRISH CONVENTION. 
The chill reception of his Devolution and 
+ bis Federal proposals, and their ultimate ie- 
jection, left Lord Dunraven’s interest in Irish 
politics. still warm and upimpaired. His 
patriotism was moulded in endurance. When 
the tragical events of 1916 were succeeded by 
the Irish National Convention of 1917, he 
threw himself whole-heartedly into itg work. 
The Convention failed, unhappily, to come to 
an agreement; but there is no. doubt that 
Lord Dunraven laboured with single-minded

views were stated with a moderation that 
invreased their weight.with thinking men.

Adare 
Manor is one of the stateliest homes in Ire- 
land.

The best horse ever owned by Lord Dun- 
ráven was, undoubtedly, Desmond, who, 
although not a sensational performer on the 
racecourse, beaame. one of the greatest. sires 
of hig day. and his sudden death, in 1913, at 
the comparatively early age of T7 years, was a 
great loss to the breeding industry of. this 
country He was a stoeky little fellow, by 
St. Simon—-L’ Abbesse de Jouarre, and stood 
at the Fort Union Stud, Adare, Co. Limerick, 
where Lord -Duttraven bred some famous 
horses. On retiring to the stud, in 1900, his 
fee was only 25 guineas, but in seven years it 
had jumped to 145 guineas, after the success 
of his brilliant sons, The White Knight, 
Land League, and others, had revealed his 
ability to get stock of the highest class. In 
1208 his fee was raised to sovs., and a 
few years later to 250 sovs., at which it 
remained. Desmond “was regarded as 4 
national asset to Ireland, and his loss was a 
serious one to his owner in a monetary sense, 
vs he had for some time been bringing in a 
revenue of something like £10,000 a year 

Lord Dunraven refused an offer of £40,000 
from a foreign 
stallion. Desmond sired only one Classic 
winner, this being Aboyeur, who was awarded 
first place in the Derby of 1913, on the div 
qualification. for jostling of Craganour, 
another of Desmond’s sons. 

He, however, sired many other notable 
winners, including The White Knight, Land 
League, Charles O'Malley, Sir Archibald, 
Maya, Declare, Lomond, Fairy King, Storno- 
way, and Hapsburg. Up to the time of his 
death, Desmond's progeny had won 39 
races, worth £140,000, and through his 
descendants we shall continue to be reminded 
of his greatness for many years to come, 
Lord Dunraven was elected a member of the 
Jockey Club in 1892. He had shot big game 
in America and Ganada, and he was a typical 
British sportsman. 


WOMEN’S PEACE LEAGUE 
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!ORTHCOMING CONFERENCE 
IN DUBLIN. 

The next Peace Conference of the Women’s 
International League for Peace and Freedom, 
which was inaugurated at The H&gue in 1915, 
will be held next month in University Col- 
lege, Dublin. 

The objects of the League were outlined 
by Mrs. Kingston and Mrs. McClintock Dix, 
members. who were received by the Dublin 
Rotary Club at its weekly lunch meeting in 
Clery’s Restaurant yesterday. At the same 
time the delegates took the opportunity to 
make an appeal for the abolition cf war be- 
tween nations in the future. 

The League, Mrs, Kingston explained, was 
a movement for the purpose of combining the 
women of all countries who object to war as 
a means of settling international disputes. 
The League had branches in thirty different 
countries, and there were forty branches in 
the United States and sixty in Germany. 

When at the Inisbruk conference last 
July, Mrs. Kingston went on, the suggestion 
was made that the next conference should be 
held in Dublin, it was received by some with 
fear and trembling, but many of those who 
were present thought that there was some. 
thing appropriate in holding a Peace Congress 
on Trish soil. (Hear, hear, and laughter.) The 
conference would be held in Dublin next 
month, and at their request a list of books 
that would fit the German delegates to come 
in contact with the Irish people was sent to 
them. She had no doubt that the delegates 
would be received with kindness and hospi- 
tality. 

The Society of the League of Nations 
was to give a garden party at Cabin- 
teely, and there would be a reception 
at the: Govergor-General’s . Lodge in the 
Phenix Park. The proceedings in Dublin 
would be’ an earnest that Ireland was not 
lagging behind on the question of world 
peace. (Hear, hear.)

INTERESTING PAPERS. 


At the Royal Irish Academy meeting. 
which was held at the Academy House, 
Dawson street, Dublin, yesterday, Professor 
Joseph’ Doyle, M.Sc., read an interesting 
paper on “The Ovule of Larix and Pseudot- 
suga.”” 

He said that the discovery of an old 
paper relating to the reproductive processes 
in the larch necessitated a proper examina- 
tion of the ovule, both in that form and in 
the Douglas fir, because the current accounts, 
which describe the ovules of these two types 
as essentially similar, are meagre and do 
not. tally with the old account which has 
come to light. This examination now shows 
that the old account is substantiallly correct ; 
one side oí the ovule of the larch grows up 
into a large swgllen mass, on which the 
ollen is seaved This mass subsequently 

nds further in and over, introducing the 
pollen into the ovule proper, 

The ovule of the Douglas fir, however, is 
provided with two processes, one on each 
side of the slit-lke mouth. One of these— 
that one which corresponds to the single one 
of the larch, is, like it, very large, the other 
being small. It is the large one only which 
functions as a pollen-receiving device, just 
as in the larch. The close natural affinity 
between these two forms is thus again em- 
phasised. / 

Professor E. Curtis, M.A., for Mr. Herbert 
Wood, M.R.I.A., read a paper on “A Letter 
— Domnall O’Neill to Fineen MacCarthy,

1517. In this letter O'Neill stated that he 
was sending his messengers with a letter from 
Edward Bruce, Earl of Carrick, showing how 
eagerly he had embraced the offer of king- 
ship of Ireland, and what efforts he was 
making with his brother Robert to send 
forces to destroy the English, whom O'Neill 
accused of being worse even than the Danes, 
but recognised that some of their difficulties 
were due to themselves. . O'Neill, ‘therefore,
